All business students during 
their junior year are considered 
by their trade teachers for the 
program. The teachers look for 
favorable personality, good at¬ 
tendance and punctuality, and 
good behavior among other quali¬ 
ties. 

Students are allowed to leave 
school after lunch to work in of- 
fices and in stores as switch¬ 
board operators, file clerks, 
typists, packers, and salesgirls.
